Under either “compromise,” the 
chances of passing civil rights leg- 
islation become virtually nil; For 
there are 20 tory Senators dead 
set against it. If the entire senate 
were present, they would need 
only 13 more senators te block 
any gag On the filibuster, whether 
it is the motion to take up any of 
these measures or the debate on 
the measures themselves. 


Since there is never a full house, 
the tories would need considerably 
fewer than 13 senators to join them 
in blocking debate limitation. 

The “compromise” conferencés 
are due to continue tomorrow. It 
is possible, however, the Adminis- 
tration will consider that throwing 
in the toweLat this moment is too 
obvious a gesture, and will ‘con- 
tinue the sham battle against the 
filibuster for another few days. 

Technically, all that has hap- 
pened is that a vote to gag the 
tilibusters has been defeated, and 
they can continue their talkfest.

CRISS CROSS, the new Burt 
Lancaster movie at Loew's Crite- 
rion, is in .the tradition of tough 
American movies. It burst into 
violence and shooting at every turn 
and ends in the many deaths nec- 
essary to the Hollywood morality 
code. But before it is made to fit 
the mold, some fine acting, direc- 
tion, occasionally sensitive writing 
and an excellent musical «score 
manage to create several brilliant 
scenes.
